The address, in reply to the speech 
from the throne, by E. Michener, 
M.P.P. for Red Deer, at Edmonton, 
was such an able effort that we pub- 
lish it in full, as follows : ;

In rising to speak in reply to the 


found than the present government

The honorable ‘member for Ponoka 
in supporting the address mads refer- 
ence in very choice and eloquently 
descriptive language to the architec- 
tural beauty and colossal grandeur 
of the-splendid chamber in which we 


address from the throne, I regret! now-sit. It indeed has beauty and 
that the accoustic properties are such! grandenr’of design. It is superb and 


that I was unable to hear all that | 


the Hon. members who moved and 
seconded the address had to say. 

I would like to congratulate the 
hon. members who moved and second- 
ed the address in that they have 
made the most of thé meagre and 
indefinite bill of fare which _ his 
Honor’s advisers have seen fit to 
present to us at this time. 

Reference has been made in_ the 
speech from the throne to the his- 
torical significance of meeting for 
the first time in the Legisla:}vo 
Chamber of the new parliament 
buildings, thereby happily cennecting 
the past wich the present and the 
future. The earlier and more primi- 
tive forms cf government are over 
and we are approaching nearer the 
time when we may hope for rep- 
resentative government in this prov- 
ince. True, the present government 
is more representative in character 
than the earliest ferm of government 
under the council of the Hudson Bay 
Co., but, sir, in view of the fact 
thar the present government insist on 
administering the affairs of the 
province without an endorsement 
from thc people, while advocating a 
policy upon railways and natural 
resources contrary to the policy 
upon which the Liberal party was 
returned to power in 1909, it is suf- 
ficient justification for saying that 
we have a condition of affairs in this 
province today that fs an insult to 


|democracy and more worthy of the 


middle ages than the spirit of the 
country and the age in which we 
live. 

The government of the day whose 
seat of administration rests upon 
the same ground which was occupied 
by the Hudson Bay Company in days 
gone by, reminds one of the auto- 
eracy which held sway under the iron 
rule of the Hudson Bay factors. They 
held the sceptre of power behind 
fortifications and with force of arms, 
while the present government have 
entrenched themselves .in power, not 
by .he will of the people, but at the 
call of the party bosses and by the 
marshalling of the forces of their 
party henchmen. 

It is a matter of disappointment, 
however, that neither of the Hon. 
gen:lemen in their addresses gave any 
definite elaboration of the policies 
hinted at in the -speech from the 
throne. Doubtless this is not their 
faul:. The first minister has appar- 
ently not reposed in his supporters, 
even in the mover and seconder of 
the address, the confidence which one 
might expect he would give to his 
immediate supporters. Apparently 
he has pursued the same mysterious, 
vague, silent, sphinx-like attitude 
which has characterised his attitude 
in the past. The Egyptian mummy 
at rest in the British museum at 
London, could say no less. 

-The hon. the first minister was 
on exhibition in that great metrep- 
olis during the Coronation. It is a 
surprise to me that the managers of 
that institute did no: apprehend him, 
as I ean ‘conceive of no_ greater 
curiosity in the world than a Prime 
Minister who can, year after year, 
carry on the government in a_ frec 
democratic country without reference 
to the will of the people, and appar- 
ently without regard to his support- 
ers or immediate ministers of the 
government, and hold thelr loyal 
support, as he naw appears to enjoy. 

Last session, when I reminded ttie 
First Minister that his government 
had no mandate frem the people, he 
replied that the bye-election in the 


Gleichen constituency was a_ test 
election, inasmuch as the riding of 
Gleichen was a representative one, 


and the electors of that constituency 
endorsed at that time his govern- 
ment. Therefore fe was not justified 
in putting the country to the expense 
of an election. 

Now, Sir, owing to the death of 
the Jate member for Gleichen, it was, 
unfortunately for the government, 
necessary to hold another election— 
a test election also—in the same caqn- 
stituency. Not only in Glejchen, but 
owing to the resigna;ion of the jun- 
ior member for Calgary, as well as 
the resignations of the members for 
Lethbridge and Pincher Creek, ° it 
became necessary to hold elections 
in these constituencies. In Gleichen, 
in Calgary, in Lethbridge and Pin-: 
cher Creek, all four, and by no un- 
ceriain sound and by the enormous 
majority of nearly 2000, declared 
their lack of cenfidence in the pres- 
ent government as well as expressed 
their condemnation of a government 
garrying on the affairs of the prov- 
jnce wjthout reference to the will of 
the people, 

The historjca], meeting in this 
chamber may be augmented by a 
historical sessfon in which  spyon 
members, who are championing the 
rights of the .people, will demand 
that the voice of the people rule, 
and that instead of a government by 
a party, of a party, and for a party, 
we may deem it our duty to insisi 
that this session do not adjourn un- 
til we and the electors of this prov- 
ince have an assurance on the part 
of the government that at an early 
date the people will have an oppor 
tunity to be heard. 

Surely there is sufficient juscifiea- 
tion on the Unjted ffarmers of this 
province for demanding that there he 
introduced in this province a meas- 
ure providing for direct legislation, 

No better reason for the necessiiy 


Bovoevovesessvseseewey of such a forward movement can be 


magnificent in its appointments, ele- 
gant and brilliant in its appearance, 
and when it is flooded with a_ bril- 
liance from the lights at _ night, 
“emanating from an unseen power,” 
it really does impress one with a 
feeling of pardonable pride, Lut when 
we try to hear the hon. member's 
voice and all that is audible is a 
commingling of sounds, we must 
come to the conclusion that the qual- 
ity ‘of the voices of the members is 
not in: harmony with the stately 
grandeur of this courtly hall. 

When,one stops to think that near- 
ly two millions of dollars have been 
spent already upon the capital build- 
ing, which is yet far from comple- 
ticn, and then calls to mind the 
great good that this amount of ex- 
penditure ‘“vould have been to 
alleviate the hardships of the, settlers 
in providing conveniences of roads 
and bridges, we must doubt the wis- 
dom of the government in putting 
such a large amount of men:y into 
a stately building so early in the 
beginning of the country. 

In Manitoba the government were 
many years’ before they undertook 
such large expenditures in the way 
of capital buildings. We might like- 
wise very well faave waited umn:il 
‘the greater need of opening up the 
country with tran;poration facilities 
had been met. Since, however, the 
capital building has been begun, we 
hope that the government will, pith 
all possible speed, carry it to com- 
pleticn so that it will be ready for 
occupance by the time cur party ob- 
tain the reins of power. 

We have been reminded also in the 
speech from the throne of the Coron- 
ation of their Majesties King George 
V: and Queen Mary. We join with 
the government of the province in 
affirming our hearty and undivided 
loyalty to the throne of the empire 
and wish their majesties a long and 
presperous reign. 

We note with satisfaction the ap- 


‘pointment of the Duke of Connaught 


as successor to Earl Grey, our late 
Goveinor.General. Wo appreciate the 
great work of the late Governcr- 
General in the interests of Imperial 
unity, and welcome with unfeigned 
pleasure the coming among us of a 
prince of the royal blood whose 
record js without blemish in the ser- 
vice of the empire in all parts of 
the world. 

We believe that Canada will reach 
her full fruition as a nation in 
bonds that bind her closer to the 
mother land. Today she stands at 
the threshold of a greater develop- 
ment. She has now the greatest rail- 
way transportation system in the 
world and has the shortest highway 
of commerce between the Orient and 
the Occident. When the present 
transcontinental lines with all their 
ramifications are complete, Canada 
will occupy more and more a com- 
manding place among the nations of 
the world, while her rich and varied 
resources, together with her immense 
areas, will, in the no distant future, 
entitle her to a foremost place in 
the counsels of the empire. 

Canada, as one of the units that 
gQ'to make up tiie empire, we believe 
will ever stand true to the principle 
of the strengthening of imperial ties 
and will hail with joy the day when 
all the great possessions that com- 
pose the British Empire will unite 
in an Imperial Federation, commer- 
cially and politically, for the peace 
and prosperity, not only of the em- 
pire, but of the world. 

Mr. Speaker, some prominence is 
given in the speech from the throne 
to the important matter of good 
roads. The Government may rest 
assured that the Opposition will sup- 
port any adequate legislation along 
these lines. It may be scated, how- 
ever, that the speech from the throne 
has reference only to trunk roads 
between important points with a view 
to solving the transportation prob- 
lems of the farmer. I am_ pleased 
to know that the government are 
recognizing, even to this small ex- 
tent, the need of a greater effort in 
the diregtigon of trunk road building. 

In this province we have not yet 
begun seriously the great work of 
trunk road consiruction. In proper 
road construction lies one of — the 
greatest opportunities for develop- 
ment of our province. To estimate 
broadly the value of good roads, it 
would be well within the mark to 
say that good roads would cut in 
half the time now spent in market- 
ing produce and in driving on the 
roads for all purposes. The result 
in inereased land value, lessened cost 
of transportation, improved facili- 
ties, and the extension of social priv- 
ileges, would largely overcome the 
present isolation of farm life. 

Up to the present time no ade- 
quate policy has been adopted by the 
government of tho ‘province for 
grappling with the problem of trunk 
reads. A very small amount has 
been expended from year to year out 
of current revenue, so small indeed 
as to be of very Iittle practical value 
to the roads of the province. In a 
new agricultural country such as 
ours, we cannot. hope to ‘have a 
contented and prosperous agricultur- 
al class wichout providing them with 
good roads. If leading trunk roads 
were built in a proper manner 
throughout every constituency She 
cost of maintaining them would not 
be very great, Inasmuch as_ this 
would be work of a permanent char- 
acter, the ‘government would be jus- 
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tified .in‘raising money on capital 
account instead: of.spending a ‘paltry 
sum-of $200,000 per year,- which has 
been the average in this . province 
diring’the past two or three years. 

A sum of at least one million dol- 
lars a year, for several years, could 
very well be devoted to-this impor- 
tant work. After all, the- question 
of settlement in this country is large- 
ly a question of transportation. We 
have the soil, which by actual analy- 
sis has twenty times the productive 
power of the clay soils cf the east ; 
we have the climate, and in order. to 
ive settlers encouragement for the 
occupancy of our lands we must pro- 
vide not: only trunk roads between 
the important points, as the speech 
from the throne indicates the inten- 
tion of the government to Go, but we 
must build colonization roads for the 
opening up of those areas ‘of our 
lands which are now unoccupied for 
want of transportation. Not. only 
would a more efficient policy of road 
construction ,stimulaze increased  set- 
tlement, but it would tena to make 
those who are now occupying the 
land contented and prosperous. 
‘Upon the prosperity of the farmer 
must ever depend the prosperity of 
‘every industry as well as the per- 
manent growth and development of 
all our towns and citics. A scttler 
can endure the isolation and incon- 
venience of homesteading 30 or 40 
miles away from a_ railway, 
provided he has:a gooG trunk road 
on which he can drive safely 'o town. 
But when, in addition to the great 
distance from centres of population, 
he has to endure the risk of break- 
ing his rigs, as well as, in many 
cases, the risk of accidents to him- 
self and to his horses, togeth:r with 
the weary plodding through a coun- 
try without roads, necessitating days 
of travel where hours should suffice, 
it is indecd disccuraging. And T re- 
gret to know that many have left, 
not only their homesteads, but the 
country, discouraged. The best ad- 
vertisement that this country can 
have is a satisfied settler and the 
best way to secure this satisfaction 
is to provice the settler with proper 
roads. : 

We are glad to recognise that the 
speech from the throne would indi- 
cate that the government are begin- 
ning to appreciate the force of the 
gospel which our party has for so 
long preached in regard to roads, and 
are dispased to concede that it is a 
sound one. We would think, how- 
ever, that a government entrusted 
with the great responsibilities of ad- 
ministering the affairs of the prov- 
ince would have conceived it to be 
their first duty to have made large 
appropriations from the very begin- 
ning of autonomous government for 
opening up the country by some com- 
prehensive scheme of trunk road 
building. . 

In British Columbia they have ap- 
Propriated $20,000,000 to be spent in 
4 years for this purpose, or an aver- 
age of $5,000,000 per year. Contrast: 
that with the paltry $200,000 spent 
in this province last year out of a 
total appropriation of $6,000,000, an 
average of only $5,000 for ‘each con- 
stituency. Why, Sir, nearly every 
Local Improvement Council had that 
amount in taxes. Mhat can be done 
with $5,000 in large constituencies to 
build roads to keep pace with the in- 
coming settlement? 

While road work may be more diffi- 
culy in the province of B.C., they 
have not the need for so great a 
mileage as we have in Alberta. 
Whereas their roads are largely con- 
fined to valleys projected from the 
line of railway, roads are needed in 
our province throughout the length 
and breadth of every constituency. 
The State of California has spent 
over $60,000,000 upon roads. England 
and Wales sper] in the neighborhood 
of $35,000,000 a year en_ roads. 
Scotland and Ireland spend each 
about. $5,000,000 yearly. France 
averages about $6,000,000 a year 
for roads, and Italy, with only half 
or less than half the area of the 
province of Alberta, spends over 
$8,000,000 a year. 

Nothing less than one million dol- 
lars per year will keep pace with the 
demand for roads in the province of 
Alberta for some years to come, in 
addition to providing larger approp- 
riations for colonization roads in 
advance of settlement. 

In the province of Saskatchewan, 
where the problem of roads is no h- 
ing like as difficult as in the province 
of Alberta, the government spent 
last year $549,929, in addition to 
which local improvement districts 
spent $906,448, making a total of 
$1,427,367 spent In ong year. 

The First Minister may prefer to 
sce millions of dollars spent in the 
erection of a magnificent pile of 
architecture of Capital buildings as 
monument to his greatness, but what 
would these buildings be without a 
foundation? And what is the foun: 
dation of prosperity upon which the 
superstructure ef industrial and ecom- 
mercial life must rest in the years 
to come but in the wise and addquate 
expenditure in laying foundations for 
settlement through the agricultural 
areas of our province. If we put 
the large expenditures ol the country 
in the early stages of developmeni, 
upon public buildings at the expense 
of the more important works of road: 
building, bridge building and drain- 
age, upon which the production of the 
wealth of the province depends, poss- 
ibly these magnificent buildings may 
Prove to be a monument to our folly 
instead of to our greatness. 

In view of what other provinces 
and other countries are doing in the 
way of road building, it is evident 
that the goad raads movement is a 
Paramount question in every up-to- 
date and progressive country. The 
modern methods approved today in 
the good roads movement all over 
the civilized world, distinguishes the 
Present age from the cruder efforts of 
the past. But, Sir, so far as the 
province of Alberta is concerned, she 
is a laggard in this respect. Even 
between two important centres of 
this great province, Y refer to Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, there is not a 
highway on which a touring party 
would be safe in motoring. I there- 
fore sincerely hope that the refcrenco 
to the roads in the speech fram tho 


throne means’ more than it-has in 
the past, and I assure the leader of 
the Government that the Conserva- 
tive party ‘are prepared to~ endorse 
a forward movement in .respect; to 
good roads, and I will ‘expect to see 
at least $1,000,000 on the estimates 
Jor next season’s road work. 

Mr. Speaker, I regret that in the 
speech from the throne there : 3s no 
mention of a comprehensive drainage 
‘scheme for the-province of Alberta. 
Any good road policy must recognize 
that the matter cf drainage ‘is the 
{oundation of good’ roads, especially 
in-a new country ‘such .as’ fais’ where 
we have to contend so much with 
sloughs and muskegs in road _ con- 
struction, , 

As we travel through the rural 
sections of the province at the pres- 
enc, time we. notice that tlere are a 
great many diversion surveys around 
small sloughs. We believe. that it 
would be better for the government 
to provide in the estimates for this 
year a sufficient amount: for .drain- 
aze.purposes to drain these sleughs. 
This would not only put the roads 
on a permanent read allowance for 
all time, but would assist the far- 
nier in. draining the low places along 
the way, and thereby, instead of 
taking land from the farmer for road 
purposes, the settler could . utilize 
more of his farm area for cultiva- 
tion, which would bring increased 
production to the country as a whole. 

Not only do Wwe conceive it to ‘be 
the duty of the government to pro- 
vide a drainage scheme whereby the 
roads could be buil’s permanently up- 
on the road allowance and assistance 
given to the farmers to drain their 
lands, but we believe that a. suffi- 
cicnt sum should be provided to drain 
the large area which at certain seas- 
ons of the year are under water. 
In many parts of central and nor- 
thern Alberta large areas of wet 
lands could be reclaimed with a very 
small expenditure. Such a provision 
for drajnage would not only increaso 
the acreage for production but would 
make ‘it possible for the settler to 
‘drain many lew places into the main 
drains and thereby make general 
conditions better for the ripening. of 
grain, as the low wet plaees aro 
more susceptible to frost. : 


’ RAILWAYS. 


With respect to the railway. situa- 
tion, we are greatly disappointed 
that his Honer’s advisers have not 
more clearly defined a comprehensive 
Policy for supplying the province 
with the conveniences of transpor- 
tation facilities in those portions of 
the province which are without ‘duch 
facilities. 

The great nozthern portion of the 
province, which comprises more than 
half of the whole nrea of ' Afber'za, 
has been demanding railway  trans- 
portation ever since we became a 
province. The time has come when 
the real necessity of raikway con- 
struction without further delay must 
be recognized. The vast agricultural 
possibilities of the north are such, 
as well as the many and varied re- 
sources of the northern sections of 
the province, including wood pulp, 
gypsum, salt, tar sands and other 


mineral products in {mmense~ quan- 
tities, that the government © cannot 
afford to trifle any longer with the 
vital’ and important’ question of de- 
veloping northern Alberta. by \ ade-: 
quate railway facilities. If -existing 
rfilroad corporations are not” pre- 
pared to build with all posstble speed 
into. the different. sec4ons. of | this 
province, the government: should at 
once undertake to construct. coloni- 
zation roads for the scttlement and 
development of .this rich’section’ of 
Alberta. - °° 2G 

We regret that: the railway. policy 
upon whch, the party. In: power was 
returned in 1909, has'not been  tar- 
ried into effect by’ the government. 
We do not, however, mean by this 
that it was necessary for the gov- 
ernment to put into effect. the agrce- 
ment with the A, and G. W.company. 

It is well known, however, that, as 
a result of the investigation by the 
royal. commission, the credit of the 
promoters of that company was 80 
impaired that they were willing to 
reopen the agreement .and _ release 
the: government in connection: there- 
with. If at that time the govern- 
ment had mace the best of a bad 
bargain and had settled -with . the 
promoters of the .company, they 
would have been free to build the 
road as .a government project, and 
thereby have kept faith with the 
bond-holders, and would by this time 
have served a large area of fertilo 
lands north of Edmonton for many 
miles, and. they would have | kept 
faith as well with the homesteaders 
who have settled along the line of 
survey on the strength of the road 
being built. — ‘ 

In view of the fact that the rail- 
way commission of Canada has’ no 
jurisdiction over railways operating 
under provincial charter, it is re- 
grettable that the governmént have 
not heretofore demanded in return 
for the valuable franchises and bonds 
given, a control over freight rates 
in the interests of the people. It 
may be however that a calmpaign 
fund is more important in the inter- 
ests of the party than’ a wise pro- 
vision of protection in. the contre] of 
rates, in the interests of the people. 
“We do not wish to invite the con- 
dition of affairs in this province in 
which any corporation controls the 
government. The government,should 
be in that position where they could 
control, to a reasonable degree, not 
only the freight rates charged by 
the companies operating within tho 
bounds of the province, but also have 
some say as to where the new lines

WHAT SHALL 1 DO ? 


A Question Which is Troubling a 
Great Many Girls 


The question, “What shall I do to 
earn my living?” js troubling great 
numbers of girls at this time of year. 
The majority have little money to in- 
vest on board and tuition, so that the 
less needy or better educated choose 
nursing, stenography or millinery, 
while those who need an immediate 
income take positions as saleswomen. 

It is a mistake this choosing of 
work, not from any aptness for it, but 
becauke it happens to be most con- 
venient. I knew a young woman who 
had spent two years as secretary toa 
country lawyer, then idled a year, and 
decided she would be a nurse. She 
was bright and quick, and had learned 
& great deal that she could not have 
learned in the larger office of a city 
lawyer, and could write with the type 
writer as quickly as her employer 
wished to dictate. But she had not 
learned shorthand, and was going to 
liev in the city where she must earn 
her living at once—those were her 
sole reasons for entering nursing. 

“Like it? No. I hadn’t thought 
much about it except that I must do 
something,” she said in answer to my 
question about nursing. 

“Did you like office work?” I asked. 

“Yes; I loved it. I don’t know—I 
liked drawing up the deeds, and the 
business and responsibility of it. But 
I cannot afford to wait six months 
while learning stenography.” 

Naturally I advised her to make use 
of her two years’ experience by con- 
tihuing in business, and to take les- 
sons in shorthand from a friend dur- 
ing the summer, so that she would re- 
quire only a few weeks’ training in 
the city before being/able to earn 
money by her work. 

There is scarcely a profession more 
sinned against than nursing. Of all 
kinds of work, it most requires a love 
of it to make it successful. Life and 
death are often balanced in this pro- 
fession, and the mechanical nurse is 
not a safe one. The nurse ho is one 
because she loves it, who is so en- 
thusiastic that she would not trade 
work with. anyone, is the only good 
kind of a nurse. 

Ordinarily, one’s liking for a cer 
tain kind of work is the test of one’s 
ability to do it, and the rule is pretty 
good that people are lazy only when 
they are at the wrong kind of labor. 
There are endless varieties of work 
to be done, but the criterion for choos- 
ing it should be “do I like it?”—Rose 
Rambler. 


CHEAP SHEETS 


Take six yards of unbleached calico 
at 7c. a yard. Cut it in two, sew the 
selvedges together, and hem both ends. 
You will have a sheet equal in value 
to one bought ready-made at 26c. a 
yard, at the cost of 15c. a yard. Thus 
you save 1l0c. per yard, and the seam 
down the centre makes the sheet 
stronger. 


HOME HINTS 


When buying a sirloin of beef, 
avoid the end piece, for it has a larger 
portion of bone on the upper side, and 
the meat is inferior to the centre cut. 

A kettle-holder to which is attached 
about a yard or two of tape is a most 
useful thing ina kitchen. Pin the tape 
to your belt, and you will always have 
at hand a holder. 


Melba Pudding 


Stew some prunes with sugar and 
lemon till soft, then take out the 
stones and put the prunes in a greased 
pudding-basin. Make a batter with 
one cupful of flour, one tablespoonful 
of sugar, half a teaspoonful of baking- 
powder, and one cupful of milk. Mix 
well till smooth, pour over the prunes, 
twist a piece of buttered paper over 
the top, and steam one hour.

SIFTON’S RAILWAY POLICY. 


A few plain blunt faets should be 
clearly kept in mind with regard te, 
the railway policy of the Premier 
announced during the past few days. 
It should be rémembered, first “of 
all, that the credit of this province 
is already mortgaged in respect of 
existing railway charters to the ex- 
tent of many thousand dollars. All 
of these railways were to be built 
within the space of four years, three 
of which have gone already. Only a 
short mileage, out of a total of 1781 
miles guaranteed, is at the present 
moment in operation. This is what 
has been done by a party elected to 
pewer with an overwhelming major- 
ity in 1909 on the slogan ‘‘Ruther- 
ford, Reliability and Railways.” As 
to the reliability the people must 
judge in view of the infameus deal 
with the promoters of the A. and G. 
W. As to what has becn accomplish- 
ed in the building of railways the 
above facts speak for themselves. 
Now we have a new railroad policy 
by a new Premier. In connection 
with this policy let every man notice 
that it provides for a number of 
lines of railways with their branches, 
and that all the charters are to be 
granted to one company, the Cana- 
dian Northern. In other words it is 
a policy that will not only mortgage 
the further credit ol the province to 
an enormous extent, but it ties up 
the province in its railway develop- 
ment for years to come to one com- 
pany. It practically makes future 
development a monopoly. The pro- 
visions of the charters to be granted 
eall for no building operations for 
two years, and then the time of the 
charters is extended for five years 
before completion, which means that 
it may be ten years, with the exten- 
sions sure to be granted ,f such a 
government stays in office, before 
these railways are actually built and 
in operation. What faith in such a 
government can the people have in 
view of the fact that so little has 
been accomplished during the six 
years that it has held the reins of 
power? The leader of the opposition 
has hit the nail on the head in 
stating that what the people of this

RED DEER FIFTH IN PROVINCE 


The report -of the postmaster-gen- 
eral of Canada for the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1911, which has 
just been submitted to parliament, 
tella a remarkable story of growth 
and expansion in that department of 
the public service. 

There is no other aepartment which 
is so closely connected with the daily 
life of the people of Canada as the 
post office, and none in which they 
are so much interested, or which 
shows in detail the progress of the 
country. . 


‘A RECORD OF EXPANSION. 


The report of the postmaster shows 
that there has been a great expan- 
sion both in the service and in the 
transactions of the department dur- 
ing the year. The number of post 
offices increased by 437 ; the mileage 
over which mail was carried by rail- 
way increased by 670; the number of 
j letters sent was 52,357,000, an in- 
crease of over 10 per cent. 

Although owing to the growth of 
the service the expenditure of the 
Gopartment was increased by $738,- 
885, there was a surplus from_ the 
operation of $1,192,729. The postal 
note, money orcer and savings banks 
| Cepartmonts all showed a very sat- 
| ietatory increase in business. The 
total value of the postage stamps 
sold was $11,011,042, as compared 
with $9,942, 35 in the previous year, 
or an increase of about 10} per cent. 

Taken altogether, the report shows 
ja larger percentage of growth than 
in any previous year in the history 
of Canada, and is more than double 


4\the increase of the previous year. 


TIEN YEARS’ EXPANSION. 

In the year 1901 there were 9,834 
post offices in Canada ; in 1911] there 
were 13,324, an increase of 3,490 in 
ten years. From the year 1868 up to 
1901 there was a deficit in the de 
partment in some years amounting to 
almost a million dollars, but since 
the latter year there has been a 
stcadily increasing surplus each year.
